Super-agency planned 
for energy problems 
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Carter plans cutback 
on intelligence info 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — President 
Carter, warning that key U S 
in­ 
telligence sources are drying up 
is 
proposing a major cutback in the number 
of persons privy to national security in­ 
formation. 
In a question and answer session with 
employes of the State Department 
Thursday, Carter said he wants to form a 
single committee which would have sole 
access to sensitive intelligence informa­ 
tion 
" I would hope we could have one joint 
congressional committee with a limited 
membership to whom we can reveal 
what is going on in its entirety within the 
confines of the intelligence community,” 
he said 
Carter said members would be, 
“ myself, the Intelligence Oversight 
Board, the attorney general, and let that 
be it.” 
The President was meeting today with 
U N. Secretary General Kurt Waldheim, 
and was expected to seek his opinion on 
the international effects of the stories 
He and his family planned to leave in late 
afternoon for their first visit to Camp 
David, the presidential retreat in the 


nearby Catoctin Mountains, for the 
weekend 
Carter told the State Department 
employes he was “ shocked” to learn that 
75 people on Capitol Hill and a large 
number in the executive branch have ac­ 
cess to “ highly secret, sensitive infor­ 
mation on which the security of our na­ 
tion depends.” 
Repeating a warning sounded by CIA 
officials previously, Carter said, "Some 
of our key intelligence sources are 
becoming reluctant to continue their 
relationship with us because of the 
danger of their being exposed in the 
future ” 
Carter also expanded slightly on ques­ 
tions raised in his news conference 
Wednesday about reports the CIA paid 
huge amounts of money to foreign 
leaders 
“ I pointed out that many of the recent 
public revelations have been erroneous,” 
he said “ I have written two letters to 
foreign leaders apologizing for them 
after I checked the CIA files to find that 
the published reports were completely in 
error. Others had some degree of ac­ 
curacy within them " 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - President 
Carter will ask Congress to let a new 
energy super-agency control oil and gas 
prices and oversee energy research, but 
he plans to exclude atomic energy 
regulation from that agency, adminis­ 
tration officials said today 
Officials also said Carter s proposal to 
be sent to Congress next week, will avoid 
seeking any major changes in existing 
energy policy. 
Budget Director Bert Lance said crea­ 
tion of the new cabinet-level Energy 
Department would abolish the Federal 
Power Commission, the Federal Energy 
A d m in istratio n and the En erg y 
Research and Development Administra­ 
tion 
He and other officials said the new 
department also would take over energy- 
related duties now being performed by 
dozens of other agencies including the 
Interior and Defense Departments and 
the Securities and Exchange Commis­ 
sion. 
But officials said Carter plans to leave 
the Nuclear Regulatory Commission out 
of the department The NRC is responsi­ 
ble for licensing atomic power plants and 
making sure they are operated safely. 
A draft of the President’s proposal 
already has been sent to Capitol Hill, and 
there are predictions the formal submis­ 
sion of the plan may trigger sharp 
debate 


Rep John Dingell, D-Mich , one of the 
key energy experts in the House, praised 
the general outline of Carter's idea 
but acknowledged “ there is great 
resistance to this sort of thing ... (and) 
I’m sure there will be a lot of guerrilla 
warfare ” 


“ I think it's an excellent plan,” Dingel 
said. “ It will move the nation forward 
very significantly in addressing its grave 
energy problems. 


" It provides for much better ad­ 
ministration But 1 do have some reser­ 
vations, particualry with tranfer of func­ 
tions now in F PC since that is an 
independent agency which is an arm of 
the Congress ” 


Carter told a news conference Wednes­ 
day he will send to Congress next week 
his request to create a cabinet-level 
En erg y 
D epartm ent. 
The 
re o r­ 
ganization would mark the first major 
reshuffle of the federal bureaucracy 
since the mid 1960s 
Lance, who said the legislation will go 
to Congress Tuesday, said the depart- 


ment wouid coordinate energy functions 
that are now scattered among the three 
major agencies and dozens of smaller of­ 
fices within other Cabinet departments. 
Carter wants the proposed agency to 
be given the power to regulate oil and 
natural gas prices. Lance said. 
T’ie President Wednesday told a news 
conference that “ we’ve now got such a 
horrible conglomeration of confusion in 
the energy field that nobody knows 
what s going to happen next.” 
He said that after submitting his 
proposal for the new agency next week, 
an overall energy policy plan would be 
presented to Congress by about April 
20 
Carter orders 
review of 
adviser panels 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — President 
Carter today ordered a government-wide 
review of all advisory comnrrttees with 
an eye toward sharply reducing their 
number. 
In a memorandum to department and 
agency heads, Carter said that advisory 
committees “ can be of great value” and 
can contribute to “ openness” of 
governmental decision-making. 
But he said “ many existing (advisory) 
com m ittees have ou tlived th eir 
usefulness, or are not providing truly 
balanced advice and recommendations 
Carter, warning that key U.S. in­ 
telligence sources are drying up because 
they feared exposure, proposed Thurs­ 
day a major cutback in the number of 
persons privy to national security infor­ 
mation. 
Carter said today that in 1976 there 
were 465 advisory committees which are 
authorized but not mandated by law. 
which cost $17 8 million in that year 482 
advisory committees established under 
the general statutory authority of 
Cabinet officials or agency heads, 
costing $15 3 million; and 209 advisory 
committees created by statute, costing 
$20 7 million 
The Presid ent said that he is 
ordering the review “ with the presump­ 
tion that committees not created expres­ 
sly by statute” should be abolished un­ 
less there is a compelling need 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - President 
Carter will do “ whatever is necessary” 
to save American lives in Uganda, his 
chief spokesman said today. He refused 
comment on Idi Amin’s charge that 5,000 
U.S. Marines were ready to invade 
Uganda. 
White House Press Secretary Jody 
Powell made the statement despite as­ 
surances from a Ugandan diplomat that 
some 175 U.S. citizens there had nothing 
to fear and could leave whenever they 
wanted. 
“ There is no cause for alarm ,” the 
diplomat told State Department of­ 
ficials. 
Amin earlier today announced that 
Americans could not leave Uganda and 
would have to meet with him Monday — 
with a list of their belongings. 
“ It is safe to presume the President 
will do whatever is necessary and proper 
to save American lives,” Powell told 
reporters at the White House. “ The 
President is concerned about the situa­ 
tion and. ..following it closely. 
“ No comment. I can’t give you any 
details on operational orders, nor can I 
tell you that there have been any other 
than routine orders,” said Powell when 
asked about the African dictator’s inva­ 
sion charges. 
The Pentagon denied the Amin charge. 
In a rambling, personal message to 
Carter, Amin said 5,000 U.S. Marines 
were stationed in the Indian Ocean to 
rescue what he called the “ happy” 
American residents there. He said his 
troops would “ crush” any such attempt. 
Powell said Carter was briefed in 
depth on the Uganda situation earlier to­ 
day by National Security Affairs adviser 
Zbigniew Brzezinski. He said Carter had 
also talked with Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance and U N. Ambassador Andrew 
Young. 
Acting Ambassador S. M Cherebet 
was summoned to the department as 
President Carter expressed strong con­ 
cern at Amin’s announcement that U.S. 
citizens living in Uganda could not 
leave—and would have to meet with him 
Monday. 
Cherebet told U PI he assured Assis­ 
tant Secretary of State William Shaufele 
Certain 
hospital 
rates hiked 


Certain rates at the Lompoc District 
Hospital were nearly doubled by the 
Board of Directors last night at their 
regular February meeting 
Nursery room fee increased from $30 
to $55 a day and surgery room costs for 
the first hour, jumped from $100 to $150 
Intensive care unit costs went from $160 
to $221 a day and delivery room fee in 
creased from $100 to $136 
The increases were made to better 
balance hospital costs and patient 
charges, explains Bill Diebner, hospital 
administrator 
“ We re looking at all charges to insure 
we’re not providing supplies and ser­ 
vices beyond what our costs are,” he 
said. 
The rates that were increased had not 
changed in several years, Diebner said 
He also noted that the rates were low. 
but the board wants to keep them “ in 
line” with what other hospitals in the 
area are charging. 
According to the January statistical 
report, the Lompoc District Hospital and 
the Convalescent Care Center are in the 
red $126,882 so far this year 
The CCC is running a deficit of $95,408 
and the hospital is in the hole $31,474 
Depreciation, however, accounts for 
most of the hospital’s apparent operating 
loss, said Diebner 
He stated, “ Our hospital is no less 
healthy financially than the majority of 
hospitals throughout California.” 
The board is counting on the addition 
of 13 intermediate care beds at the CCC 
to cut the monthly operating loss in half 
Earlier this week the administrator 
hand-carried a 30 page application to 
Sacramento for the beds. A hearing on 
the licensing request will be held in the 
Lompoc area within the next 60 days, 
said Diebner. 
“ I feel confident that we’ll get an ap­ 
proval on the beds,” he said “ When I 
wrote the application, it was one of the 
easiest tasks I ’ve undertaken 
The 
evidence was overwhelmingly in support 
of the beds.” 


that Amin was simply calling the 
Americans—estimated at about 175 in 
number—together to reassure them. 
“ There is no cause for alarm ,” he said. 
“ President Amin wishes to inform them 
that they would not be bothered or haras­ 
sed. He wants them to know that he has 
appreciated the work that they have 
done and he wants them to continue. 
“ But if they want to leave, they can go 
and they won’t be kicked out, either.” 
Carter, who earlier this week sharply 
criticized Amin, is reviewing the situa­ 
tion “ with concern and monitoring it 
closely,” according to a brief White 
House anouncement today. 
“ We are in touch with the Federal 
R ep u b lic of G erm any w hich is 
representing the U nited States 
diplomatic interests in Uganda and they 
have assured us they will take all possi­ 
ble measures to protect U.S. interests,” 
the White House statement said. 
Cherebet said he had talked with his 
government by telephone and also had 
been in touch with the State Department 
Thursday. 
The State Department expressed con­ 
cern about the American meeting called 
by Amin. Officials said they feared the 
controversial African leader might take 
some kind of revenge for Carter’s state­ 
ment this week that the world “ was dis­ 
gusted” at abuse of human rights in 
Uganda. 
“ In Uganda, the actions there have dis­ 
gusted the entire civilized world,” 
Carter told a news conference Wednes­ 
day. 
He referred to the deaths of an 
Anglican church official and two 
Ugandan government ministers who. 
Amin said, died in an automobile crash 
According to State Departm ent 
records, there are between 150 and 175 
Americans in Uganda, mostly m is­ 
sionaries. About half of them are Roman 
Catholic. The others belong to various 
protestant sects 


In early 1976. according to State 
Department records, there were 293 
American civilians in the country, but 
about 100 left after the Entebbe raid by 
Israeli forces last July. 


In addition to the missionaries, said 
one State Department official, there are 
“ a couple of businessmen” and some 
teachers at non-religious schools. 
The department also said the West 
German government had been asked to 
obtain an accounting of the situation 
The West Germans have been handling 
U S affairs in the African country since 
the American Embassy in Kampala was 
closed in 1973. 
Search on for 
armed robber 


A full-scale sheriff’s department in­ 
vestigation was under way today in a 
search for a “ very blond” young man 
who used a small handgun to rob Poloni s 
Liquor store of $725. 
The bandit entered the store at 3734 
Constellation Rd., Vandenberg Village, 
about 9; 30 p.m , and ordered clerks Kit 
C. Hubbard, 21, and Lawrence E. Rials. 
22, to “ put all the money in a paper bag 
The clerks complied 
Then the bandit asked for a package of 
Marlboro cigarettes, ordered the clerks 
to unlock the rear door and fled on foot 
into the night 
Investigators said the bandit first 
came to the locked rear door, fumbled at 
the handle and then came around the 
building to the liquor store’s open front 
door, where he found Hubbard shaking 
the dirt out of the entrance mats The 
bandit ordered Hubbard back inside the 
store to where Rials was dusting the 
merchandise on the shelves 
Detectives and witnesses described 
the suspect as having blond, shoulder 
length hair, and wearing a light blue 
b aseb all cap w ith “ C h e vro le t’’ 
emblazoned on the front patch of the cap. 
The suspect was also wearing a dark, 
navy blue cloth jacket and blue jean 
trousers 
He was wielding a blue-steel 22 caliber 
single shot revolver, possibly with a four- 
inch barrel, the detectives said One 
witness described the suspect as “ a 
bleach blond” type 
After the bandit fled, the clerks ran 
into the street, flagged down a California 
Highway Patrol car and asked for aid 
A search of the Village shopping area 
and adjacent streets proved fruitless. 
Detectives said they have a number of 
“ important leads,” which they were in­ 
vestigating today.

WASHINGTON (U P I) - It was a bat­ 
tle between a handful of states with the 
country’s highest unemployment rates, 
and those relatively well off. 
The latter had more votes and came 
out the winners Thursday in a House bill 
providing $4 billion for local public works 
projects across the country. 


The bill, which passed 295-85, is part of 
President Carter’s economic stimulus 
package and House sponsors said it 
would create 600.000 jobs 


Rep 
Robert A 
Roe, D-N.J., floor 
manager of the measure, said the House 
voted on the basis of “ cold turkey dollars 
for congressional districts rather than 
meeting the needs of the country.” 
“ Everybody ran after the money,” he 
told reporters 


Roe head of an economic development 
subcommittee, had brought the House a 
bill that distributed the money among 
states partly on the basis of the number 


of persons unemployed in each state and 
partly on the basis of their unemploy­ 
ment rates. He said that would give 
more to states with the highest jobless 
rates 
Rep Bud Shuster, R-Pa., said distribu­ 
tion should be solely on the basis of 
numbers of unemployed He said that is 
the fairest way, since the purpose is to 
help individuals rather than abstract 
percentages. 
Roe told reporters Shuster’s plan was 
“ an absolute charade,” because it 
violated his subcommittee’s plan to give 
more to areas of greatest need 
Pennsylvania stood to gain $46 million 
from the change, according to Roe’s pan­ 
el Texas would gain $48 million, Ohio $58 
milliqn. 
Nine states and Puerto Rico, all with 
the highest jobless rates in the nation, 
stood to lose California would lose $8 
million, Connecticut $23 million, Florida 
$90 million Michigan $108 million, New 


Jersey $42 million, New York $94 
million, Oregon $8 million, Rhode Island 
$10 million, Washington $7 million and 
Puerto Rico, with 19 per cent unemploy­ 
ment, $160 million. 
Rep Robert Edgar, D-Pa , proposed a 
compromise, giving slightly more to 
high-unemployment states. His amend­ 
ment was rejected, 187 to 201, and 
Shuster's was adopted, 229 to 158 
Roe said he hoped the Senate would ap­ 
prove the Edgar version, which its 
Public Works Committee supports, and 
that it will be adopted in a later House- 
Senate conference. 
From the state level the money will be 
distributed to localities, and there the 
House bill does provide that it go to 
localities with high unemployment rates 
It eliminates provisions which caused 
much of an earlier $2 billion public works 
bill to go to communities with ess need, 
while some big cities such as Pittsburgh 
and Seattle got none.

World authors produce ap­ 
proxim ately 33,000 new books a 
y ear and from that production, 
the Lompoc Libary deem s ap­ 
proxim ately 5,000 as worthy to 
sit on the shelves of the local 
facility 
Who m akes the selections and 
how? 
His nam e is Jim Russell, 
adult services librarian Sitting 
at his desk in the center of Lom­ 
poc Library, he can cancel out 
an author s labors as far as 
Lompoc readers are concerned 
in less tim e than it takes to 
w rite a compound sentence 
L iterary giants such as Saul 
Bellow or Kurt Vonnegut Jr 
are not granted autom atic ad­ 
mission They, too, m ust pass 
his scrutiny 
In his eight years at the Lom­ 
poc 
L ib ra ry , 
R u sse ll h as 
developed a 
philosophy in 
selecting books for people’s 
enjoym ent 
“One who works in or uses a 
library soon realizes that he is 
not m a tu re; he can only hope to 
be m aturing 
M aturation, or 
full developm ent, just doesn’t 
occur in humans Man should 
grow in wisdom from his first 
day to his last In order to aid in 
his growth, the library has a 
r e s p o n s ib ility to p r e s e n t 
various points of view Difficult 
and challenging theories and 
ideas have a place in a library 
as does light, sum m er fare I 
keep this in mind when I am 
selecting books.’’ says Russell 
In making his selections, Rus­ 
sell also keeps in mind that 
readers come from all walks of 
life and all have varied in­ 
terests 
The Library board of trustees 
established the following selec­ 
tion guidelines in 1964: 
“ It is intended that these 
(books, m agazines, etc.) will 
reflect the main current of 
thought generally accepted as 
part of our culture, and will 
contain the m eans for studying 
and evaluating the im portant is­ 
sues of contem porary tim e In 
assem bling this collection the 
library will rem ain objective in 
its selection of m aterials with 
varied and som etim es opposing 
views represented ’’ 
Russell does not, of course, 
read 33.000 books per year His 
selections are pnm arly based 
on book review s printed in 
Library 
Journal, 
Publisher's 
Weeklv and Kirkus Reviews 


JAMES RUSSELL, adult services librarian, 
places new arrivals in the shelves at Lompoc 
Library Selection of what books are purchased 
for the librarv falls on his shoulders 


He is open for reader sugges­ 
tions, also If a patron wants 
the library to obtain a certain 
book. Russell may order it. but 
if the requested book is “too 
specialized and deserves a 
p lace only in a u n iv e rsity 
library." he will say so 
C urrently R ussell 
reports 
that Lompoc Library patrons 
center their interests in light 
fiction, sports. World War II. 
handicrafts, cook books and the 
occult 
What about obscenity“1 
“I don't run across obscene 
stuff that m uch." he said "If I 
do. I usu ally depend on a 
num ber of book review s to 


make my assessm ent and use 
the review er s judgm ent as 
well as my owrn ” 
“Nothing seem s that obscene 
anym ore." he added 
‘“We’ve 
seen it all.” 
Russell was graduated from 
Iona College in New Rochelle.

with a bachelor of arts 
degree in English Following a 
short stint w ith the Social 
S ecurity A dm inistration, he 
w as d ra fte d in the A rm y 
Completing his m ilitary ser­ 
v ic e .

Cosmonaut 
pair back 
on earth 


MOSCOW (U P I) - Two 
Soviet cosmonauts returned to 
E arth today, ending an 18-day 
mission in space, Tass news 
agency said. 
Cosmonauts Viktor Gorbatko, 
♦2, and Y uri Glazkov, 37, 
blasted off Feb. 7 for a rendez­ 
vous with the orbiting Salyut 
space laboratory. 
Two space flight veterans, 
Alexei Leonov and Nikolari 
Rukavishnikov, were waiting at 
the recovery headquarters to 
greet them, Pravda said 
The Soyuz 24 space capsule 
touched down in a pre-set area 
of Soviet Central Asia, 1,250 
miles southeast of Moscow 
"The cosmonauts feel fine 
after the landing," Tass said 
Earlier, Tass reported unfa­ 
vorable weather in the touch­ 
down area and said recovery 
crews were standing by. But 
the agency gave no hint of a dif­ 
ficult landing. 
The landing near Arkalyk, a 
town in Kazakhstan, occurred 
in the same area where most 
Soviet manned space shots 
return 
Tass indicated that the Soyuz 
24 mission would be the last in­ 
volving Salyut 5. which was oc­ 
cupied for 49 days last summer 
by two other cosmonauts. Gor­ 
batko and Glazkov had linked 
up with the 25-ton Salyut 5 the 
day after they were launched 
into space 
"The planned program of ex­ 
ploration of two expeditions in 
the Salyut 5 orbital scientific 
station has been completed suc­ 
cessfully." Tass said 
"The results of the scientific 
exploration produced by the 
two crews in terrestrial orbit 
will be used in the interests of 
the national economy, science 
and technology and also for the 
developm ent of new space­ 
craft." it said

Dust from the Midwest and 
the Southern Plains, not stars, 
fell on Alabama and much of 
the South Thursday, reducing 
visibility to less than a half mile 
at Monroe, La Layers of dust 
boiled up to 7.000 feet and ex­ 
tended from eastern Texas to 
Georgia The American Lung 
Association cautioned those 
with respiratory ailments to 
protect themselves 
Roy Smiley, a Childress, 
Tex , fireman, said, "You just 
can t hardly be out in it," but 
acknow ledged dust storm s 
were not all that unusual for 
Texas "It's just something nor­ 
mal here We have high winds 
and dust anytime the west is 
dry."

'Shocking' 
school 
violence 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Vio­ 
lence and vandalism in schools 
is now so serious that for a 
growing number of students 
and te ac h ers the prim ary 
object is "no longer education 
but preservation," a Senate 
subcommittee report said to­ 
day. 
The chairman of the Senate 
juvenile delinquency subcom­ 
m ittee, Sen. Birch Bayh, D- 
Ind., cited the "shocking" 
statistics of "70,000 serious 
physical assaults on teachers 
and literally hundreds of thou­ 
sands of assaults on students" 
each year. 
His subcommittee's report 
said a lengthy study "has es­ 
tablished that school violence 
and vandalism has become a 
serious and at times critical 
problem in American educa­ 
tion. 
"While certainly not every 
school in the country is faced 
with serious crim e problems it 
is clear for a growing number 
of students and teachers the 
p rim ary task in no longer 
education but preservation,” it 
said. 
Bayh said in an accompan­ 
ying statem ent it has been es­ 
tim ated that on a national 
sc a le , "w e a re c u rre n tly 
spending almost $600 million 
each year as a result of van­ 
dalism in our schools." 
"This staggering waste of 
scarce educational resources is 
more money than we spent for 
textbooks in 1972 and is enough 
to hire 50,000 additional teach­ 
ers without increasing taxes by 
one cent," Bayh said. 
He said a study by the 
National Education Association 
submitted to the subcommittee 
showed that between 1970 and 
1974, assaults in schools in­ 
creased 58 per cent; sex of­ 
fenses by 62 per cent; drug- 
related crim es by 81 per cent; 
and robberies by 117 per cent 
The report said the subcom­ 
m ittee was "totally opposed to 
the view that our schools must 
be turned into arm ed fortresses 
in order to provide a secure 
place in which to teach and 
learn." 
It urged "sober assessment, 
not hysterical reaction, and in­ 
stituting thoughtful measures 
r a th e r th a n m a k in g g lib 
promises " 


Brown seeking opinions 
on prison alternatives

Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. is 
asking whether shorter prison 
s e n te n c e s

be a better — and less expen­ 
s iv e — p u n is h m e n t fo r 
criminals than merely locking 
them up for longer term s 
At a seminar-type meeting 
with government officials and a 
crime expert, Brown Thursday 
also said he liked the idea of 
creating a corps of non-lawyer 
judges to handle minor crimes 
Brown called the meeting to 
discuss crim e with Jam es Q 
Wilson, professor of govern­ 
ment at Harvard University, 
and the author of several books 
on crime and police. About 15 
legislators, corrections of­ 
ficials, members of Brown’s 
staff and a handful of reporters 
gathered in the governor’s of­ 
fice. 
At one point, Brown noted 
"the only form of punishment 
we have now is time in a cell" 
and questioned whether other 


forms of punishment used in the 
past might be more effective 
"W e used to have people 
working on road gangs, people 
standing at attention and things 
like that,” he said. "What about 
those kinds of punishment? 
"So instead of having to 
spend all of that money keeping 
people locked up you can com­ 
press the process by making the 
experience less pleasant."

su g g e ste d 
th a t, 
theoretically at least, convicted 
criminals might be given the 
choice of "two years in jail or 
one year of hard labor." 


Wilson, who discussed a 
variety of topics relating to 
crim e, told the group that 95 
per cent of all criminal cases in 
England are handled by non­ 
lawyer magistrates.

Resource panel chief reveals 
most important issues of year 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
new chairman of the Assembly 
Natural Resources Committee 
says the two most important is­ 
sues facing him this year are 
preservation of prime agricul­ 
tural land and streamlining the 
permit granting process for in­ 
dustry. 
Assemblyman Victor Calvo, 
D-Mountain View, made the 
comments Thursday after be­ 
ing named to the post by As­ 
sembly Speaker Leo McCarthy 
He replaces Charles Warren, D- 
Los Angeles, nom inated by 
President C arter as chairman 
of the Council on Emvornmen- 
tal Quality 
In an interview. Calvo said 
legislation preserving dwindl­ 
ing farmland "m ust" be passed 
during the current legislative 
session He added he wanted to 
see a balance between econom­ 
ic and environmental interests 
Calvo, 53, a second-term 
legislator and a former Santa 
Clara County supervisor, noted 
he supported Warren-authored

legislation last year aimed at 
halting urban encroachment on 
prime farmland The measure 
was defeated in the Senate, but 
Warren re-introduced it this 
year as AB222 
"My approach would be to in­ 
volve local government m ore," 
Calvo said 
"B ut I concur 
wholeheartedly with the con­ 
cept of AB222 " 
But. Calvo added, he fully 
supported provisions that give 
the state final say over changes 
in the proposed plans 


"What I don't want is for 
local government to determine 
prime agricultural land and 
then change their maps at 
will." he said. "It should not be 
a simple procedure for them to 
change " 


Under the Warren bill, local 
governments would draw up a 
plan fo r p re s e rv a tio n of 
"prim e” agricultural land 
A 
state board would have final 
say over the adequacy of the 
plans and enforce their provi­ 


sions 
C alvo said it w as ‘‘im ­ 
perative" for some kind of 
farmland preservation plan to 
be passed during the legislative 
session, "but I'm not sure it 
will happen this year ' He said 
he was unsure if he would carry 
the Warren bill 


Asked if he agreed with some 
critics who charge state gov­ 
ernment is protecting the en­ 
vironment at the expense of 
business expansion. Calvo re­ 
plied "I wouldn't go that far. 
But I think we must review 
our position I don t think there 
is any question that there is ex­ 
cessive bureaucratic involve­ 
ment in granting perm its to in­ 
dustry."

Leonard F Chapman, com­ 
missioner of the Immigration 
and Naturalization Service, told 
a news conference Thursday 
the first few hundred cards will 
be issued next month, with 
more than a million to be dis­ 
tributed by the end of the year 
The cards are intended to 
replace the easily duplicated 
“ green cards” now used by 
foreigners working legally in 
the United States 
But the Los Angeles Times in 
a report from its Washington 
bureau, today quoted the at­ 
torney general as saying such a 
system reminds him of South 
African laws requiring blacks 
to carry identity cards in their 
own land

and I do not favor

Holmes is 
innocent 
jury says 


AMARILLO. Tex (UPI) - The jury 
took only an hour and 20 minutes to reach 
its verdict, and most of the spectators in 
the crowded courtroom applauded at the 
announcem ent P ittsb u rg h S teelers 
defensive tackle Ernie Holmes had been 
found innocent of cocaine possession 
charges 
“ I’d like to give all my praises to Jesus 
Christ for standing and holding me 
strong.” Holmes said Thursday after the 
verdict was returned. “ I had a fair trial. 
I am glad it is over ” 
Jury foreman Don Lawler said the 
jurors decided the state did not prove 
beyond a reasonable doubt Holmes knew 
a silver cylinder given him in a motel 
restroom contained 250 milligrams of 
cocaine 
Holmes testified a * panhandler” 
badgered him for money and then, when 
Holmes finally gave the man $20. the 
panhandler thrust a silver cylinder into 
his hand. At that moment. Holmes said, 
police entered the restroom and arrested 
him. At the time of his arrest, Holmes 
was in Amarillo to attend a friend’s wed­ 
ding 
The key prosecution witness was of­ 
ficer Jack Magee, the first of three of­ 
ficers in the restroom to see the uniden­ 
tified man pass something to Holmes. 
The other two policemen — Floyd Burke 
and Rodney Murphy — testified that al­ 
though they originally filed a report that 
said they saw something pass between 
the unidentified man and Holmes, they 
were not sure what they saw 
Burke testified the other man ran from 
the restroom and he gave chase, but the 
man fled into a room filled with at least 
100 persons and he had no way to identify 
the suspect 
Asked what he thought motivated the 
arrest. Holmes said, “ As of right now, I 
don’t know what it was I just know I was 
found not guilty I’m happy with the deci­ 
sion I got."

DEAR PO LLY — My vinyl coat hung in the closet 
next to a dress that was in a plastic dry cleaner's bag 
with printing on it. The printing came off on my good 
vinyl coat and ruined it. I wish someone would tell me 
how to remove these stains — MRS A S. 
DEAR MRS. A.S. — Yours is a question with a lot of 
guess in it. I suppose such stains would be identified as 
ink stains, but I would recommend taking the coat to the 
dry cleaner before trying anything yourself. If you must 
experiment, remember that is just what you are doing 
— experimenting. Try turpentine, since that is 
recommended for removing printer’s ink. Test on an in­ 
conspicuous inside corner first. One part alcohol in two 
parts water will work on some inks, but never use this 
on acetate rayon. Test since there is a chance of fading. 
Anything you try is going to be a gamble. — POLLY. 


D EAR PO LLY — Mary R. can use a piece of masking tape 
to hold the receiver lever and buttons down so she can dust and 
i disinfect around her phone — MARY H 
D EAR PO LLY — My Pointer is for anyone who needs to 
firm up in front and tone down in back - that is providing you 
have a six to twelve month-old baby around I never seem to 
find the time to exercise, so I started combining exercise for 
me and playtime for my eight-month-old baby.

Hospital controls 


President Carter has come 
up with a new proposal in his 
budget th at will call for 
government control of hospital 
costs. 
A very admirable proposal 
but completely unrealistic. 


Lompoc 
Hospital 
District 
has been fighting to control 
costs for several years and 
still continues to show a 
deficit. Local hospital costs 
are below the average of many 
comparable hospitals in the 
area. 


If President Carter wants to 
put controls on hospitals, he 
had better look to controlling 
the expenses that hospitals 
must incur. 
For example, the m alprac­ 
tice insurance required of a 
hospital. In a short period of 


t i m e , t he p r e m i u m for 
hospital m alpractice has near­ 
ly quadrupled. Cost of wages 
and costs of medical supplies 
and equipment are not con­ 
trolled and such costs have 
also skyrocketed in these days 
of inflation. 
More importantly, govern­ 
ment programs have a direct 
effect upon hospital costs. 
Reimbursement for Medicare 
and Medical patients is less 
than such service costs the 
hospital. It must be made up 
somewhere and usually it is 
passed along to be shared by 
the entire patient load. 
It appears that if the govern­ 
ment intends to control the 
costs of hospital care, they had 
better be adequately prepared 
to subsidize hospitals in 
general. We see no other way.

Richard’s face if the 
co rre sp o n d e n t 
had 
begun by saying, “ We 
all know that the black 
d e le g a tio n s a re a 
despicable lot...” Mr. 
Worsthome has put his finger on the 
problem, namely the British Govern­ 
ment. 


When two weeks ago Ian Smith called 
off negotiations he made a 3,000-word 
statement on the Rhodesian situation so 
straightforward, so irresistibly plausible 
as to guarantee that no one will pay any 
attention to it. It comes down to this: 
Smith’s government agreed to majority 
rule within two years What would hap­ 
pen during those two years? Two govern­ 
ing councils would rule the country, one 
of which would have a majority of black 
African members Then» \wr»..ia 
m inisters of Defence and of Law 
Various commissions would seek out 
procedural answers to certain questions, 
but under no circum stances would 
majority rule be put off beyond the two- 
year period. 


Now the significant factor to bear in 
mind here is that the interim arrange­ 
ments were proposed not by Ian Smith 
but by Henry Kissinger. And in for­ 
mulating them, Henry Kissinger did not 
consult Ian Smith, he consulted the 
B ritish G overnm ent, and A frican 
leaders. He got the consent — the 
enthusiastic consent — of both parties 
before he presented the package to Ian 
Smith, who accepted it. 


Ian Smith traveled to Geneva, and 
found the situation substantially altered 
What happened was that in the interval, 
the Soviet Union saw the possibility of a 
peaceful, progressive evolution within 
Rhodesia This was clearly intolerable, 
and under the circum stances the left- 
apparatus went to work on what they call 
the Front Line Presidents, that is to say 
the presidents of the republics that border 
on Rhodesian territory. Parenthetically, 
any suggestion that the Front Line presi­ 
dents institute majority rule in their own 
countries would be gavelled dyspeptical­ 
ly out of order in Geneva. Pressed by the 
revolutionaries, the Front Line presi­ 
dents began to back the demands of the 
terrorists 


What did they want? In effect, instant 
black rule — by terrorist backed leaders 
Rhyme time

Police state in India 


The British representative Mr. Richard 
proved the supreme tergiversator in the 
situation He was so busy acquiescing in 
the daily demands of the terrorist lobby, 
that sometimes his sense of timing 
deserted him. and he found himself mak­ 
ing demands in behalf of the terrorists 
before they themselves had thought of 
them 
But Mr Richard's constituency, you 
see, is not Rhodesia He is interested in 
high office in his own country, and his 
own country tends to be dominated by a 
wing within his own party which on the 
whole would like to see a John Brown- 
type solution to the Rhodesian mess, 
with all while people out there hanging 
from lampposts 
Mr. Smith does not 
believe he was elected first minister of 
Rhodesia to preside over the liquidation 
of his constituents 
Now the special insight of Mr. 
Worsthome is this America is critical in 
the Rhodesian situation, and America 
has a responsibility to use its power to 
consummate the arrangem ents made un­ 
der America’s prodding last September. 
In order to quiet the terrorists, revive 
the strength of the African moderates, 
and get on with the emancipation of 
Rhodesia, we should be prepared to use 
our weapon — and Britian s the end of 
economic sanctions This is a meaningful 
threat to the excesses of the terrorists, 
who having last week satisfied their 
claims on international attention by sl­ 
a u g h te rin g nuns, w ill next week 
presumably turn to eating babies. 


Now the Front Line Presidents do not 
re a lly d e sire w ithin R hodesia a 
Mozambique-Angolan type situation. 
Terrorism breeds more terronsm They 
desire their own fiefdoms, secure from 
the demands of barbarians, who are in 
turn manipulated by the Communists It 
is required that they scream and yell 
their solidarity with said barbarians 
because the left press is successful in 
framing the controversy as black vs. 
white. It is of course nothing of the sort: 
it is a few thousand terrorists, many of 
them of schoolboy age against millions 
of blacks and a few hundred thousand 
whites seeking comity 


WASHINGTON - The collapse of the 
world’s largest democracy came with 
breathtaking abruptness. Overnight. In­ 
dira Gandhi transform ed India into a 
police state. Some 600 million Indians 
awoke to find themselves under martial 
law, their lives suddenly regulated by a 
dictator they came to 
call the “ Iron Lady.” 
Her regim e jailed 
opposition 
lead ers, 
b r u ta lly to r tu r e d 
political prisoners and 
intimidated the pop­ 
ulace But beneath the 
surface, according to 
s e c re t in te llig e n c e 
reports, the country is 
in turmoil. 
N ervously, Indira 
Gandhi has now con­ 
sented to an election 
cam paign 
Some of 
h e r c lo s e s t a id e s 
responded by quitting 
the government and 
denouncing her police- 
state rule. They are attracting more 
enthusiastic crowds than the Prime 
Minister herself. 
The Indian subcontinent is a tragic 
piece of earth abused by man and nature. 
It has been bedeviled by crop failures, 
devastated by plagues and oppressed by 
greedy rulers. For centuries. Hindus and 
Moslems have fought over the land Then 
a succession of British viceroys siphoned 
off the wealth of India. 
Yet out of the catastrophes and 
calam ities, the Indians fashioned a 
proud, virile democracy. In 1971, we 
came to its defense when former Presi­ 
dent Richard Nixon secretly sided 
against India in the India-Pakistan war. 
Grateful Indians, according to press 
reports, staged “Jack Anderson rallies’’ 
in Bombay. Calcutta and New Delhi. 
Many Indian leaders have appealed to 
us, therefore, to expose Indira Gandhi's 
to ta lita ria n ta c tic s. Our rep o rter 
Michael Viner visited Indian cities and 
learned how the middle classes have 
been harassed by the secret police. And 
in W ashington, our reporter Wendy 
Kram er spent days listening to the sad 
tales of Dr 
Subramanian Swamy, a 
le a d e r of th e la r g e s t o ffic ia lly 
recognized opposition party in India, the 
Jana Sangh. 
Viner found Indians cringing in their 
homes from a new and heinous secret 
police organization Its agents stalk the 
cities and countryside looking for “ undue 
wealth,” reports Viner. 
If a middle-income woman wears a 
pair of beautiful earrings, a secret in­ 
former may report her to the police, who 
will confiscate the earrings and slap her 
with a stiff fine. Citizens no longer wear 
expensive jewelry outside the house 
Viner also found beautiful homes nearly 
hidden by shoddy, unkempt exteriors to 
avoid arousing government harassment. 
He was actually visiting one middle- 
class family when the young son rushed

into the living room and told his parents 
the phone was dead. A minute later, 
there was a knock on the door. It was a 
team of Indian tax a g e n ts, who 
proceeded to take the house apart piece 
by piece. They even tore loose the joints 
of picture frames and broke the heels of 
shoes. 
One Indian government official, un­ 
aware that Viner was working under­ 
cover for us, played tapes of people’s in­ 
ternational phone calls 
He explained 
with a laugh that the government keeps 
tapes of every overseas phone call at 
least 30 days for inspection 
Dr. Swamy’s stories, based on his per­ 
sonal 
experiences and 
information 
smuggled past the censors, are even 
more chilling Dr. Swamy appeared at 
our office after fleeing India, where he 
had been served with an arrest warrant. 
“This is the beginning of the end of the 
Gandhi regim e,” he told us 
The opposition leader described a 
country gripped by worker strikes and 
official violence. In Bombay. 17 of 21 tex­ 
tile factories went on strike in October. 
Some of the fiercest fighting has broken 
out at the governm ent-run Indian 
Telephone Industry. 
Dr 
Swamy brought us documents, 
compiled by the underground in India, 
which describe widespread arrests and 
torture against Gandhi’s opponents over 
the last 18 months. Last April, 143 people 
were arrested in the state of Kerala for 
“ satyagraha,” a form of nonviolent 
protest They were broken into groups of 
30 and packed inside cells with only 


enough space for five. 
All were subjected to beatings of the 
spine and genitals. The documents also 
report that the people were forced to lie 
naked outside in the sun for five days 
without water. When they asked for 
water, they were told to drink their own 
urine. 
In 
In d ia's second-largest 
sta te, 
Madhya Pradesh, a seven-year-old child 
with polio was arrested by police in an 
attem pt to get his mother to come out of 
hiding When she cam e to the police sta­ 
tion for the child, she was arrested. 
Amnesty International, a nonpartisan 
group that investigates human rights 
violations around the world, repeatedly 
has been blocked from entering India by 
Gandhi 
But Amnesty estim ates there 
are between 40.000 and 100.000 political 
prisoners languishing in the jails of In­ 
dia. More than two dozen members of 
Parliam ent, who have spoken out against 
Indian repression, have been jailed. 


Yet in this overpopulated country 
which has long struggled to preserve the 
ideal of freedom, many now see a faint 
glimmer of hope 


Footnote: The State D epartm ent, 
while deploring the use of torture, told us 
it has not focused on “ the unsubstan­ 
tiated cases in India " An Indian Em bas­ 
sy spokesman told us: “ People are not 
arrested for political beliefs, only for 
breaking the law There are no political 
prisoners in India. Obviously the opposi­ 
tion parties have a vested interest in ex­ 
aggerating the situation.”

History was made, in a way, this week 
when the County board of supervisors 
backed up their appointed Parks Com­ 
mission in a dispute with Mike Pahos, 
the county’s park director. 
A few weeks back, Pahos and the com­ 
mission got into it hot and heavy over the 
Park D ep artm en t's 
up co m in g 
b u d g e t. 
Pahos had formulated 
a c a p i t a l o u tla y 
program which in­ 
volved the acquisition 
of p ro p e rtie s th a t 
wasn't in accord with 
the commission s un­ 
animous thinking 
Pahos. in so many 
words, told the com­ 
mission that it really 
wasn’t any of their do­ 
ing whether or not 
p r o p e r ty 
w a s 
acquired. It was his 
doing and he made up 
the capital outlay part 
of the budget for sub­ 
mission to the county administrative of­ 
ficer for total budget consideration 
Commission members did not think 
kindly of this What was the use of sitting 
on a commission if they did not have a 
hand in the future capital outlay planning 
of the parks department? 
Pahos stood firm and the commission 
voted to turn the dispute over to the 
supervisors for settlement. 
The supervisors settled the m atter rul­ 
ing that the commission had the upper 
hand in settling budget differences 
because they represented the board in 
policy m atters. 
We have always observed that elected 
and appointive officials, once in office, 
must have great stamina and conviction 
in doing their job It is either that or get 
runover by the career employes, some of 
whom seem bent upon establishing their 
little kingdoms without regard for the in­ 
put of those elected or appointed. A tail 
wagging the dog syndrome. 
There has been much evidence of this 
occurring in the Parks Department and 
we are happy to see the commission win­ 
ning the upper hand.

On December 9, the Record ran an 
editorial supporting my proposal for 
returnable beverage containers. On 
January 12, you printed a criticism of 
your position from Mr. John Gallagher, 
Chairman of the Industry Environmental 
Council (an association of industries 
engaged in the manufacture and sale of 
throwaway containers). I have several 
comments to make on your and my 
behalf. 
Mr. Gallagher expressed doubts that a 
returnable container system would have 
any effects on litter, and then, pur­ 
porting to show what a disaster my bill 
would be, quoted a report by Legislative 
Analyst A. Alan Post. 
Mr. Gallagher neglected to mention 
that Alan P o s t’s rep o rt said the 
following: “ The potential for littering 
should be reduced substantially.’’ 
Mr. Gallagher quoted certain figures 
on employment and payrolls from the 
Post report. He neglected to mention 
that the figures he quoted were from one 
of three possible scenarios projected by 
Post. The one to which Mr. Gallagher 
referred was the one which described the 
worst possible result. The Post scenario 
which most closely approximated the 
Oregon experience projected a net gain 
in jobs and a corresponding net gain in 
payroll for California workers. Capital 
investment by the industry which would 
be necessary to implement a recycling 
system would be less than the capital in­ 
vestm ent necessary to provide the 
energy which is wasted by a throwaway 
container system
